CHAPTER 11
Elections.

Sec. 1. The annual election for Ward and City Officers shall
be held on the first Tuesday of each year, at such place in
each Ward as the Common Council shall designate, and the polls
shall be kept open from nine o’clock in the forenoon till five in the
afterncon, and ten days previous notice shall be given by the Com-
mon Council, of the time and place of holding such elections and
the City and Ward Officers to be elected,

Sec. 3. The elective officers of said City shall be. A Mayor,
Treasurer, Marshal, and Justice of the Peace for the City, and
three Aldermen, one Assessor, one Constable, and one Justice of
the Peace, for each Ward, said Aldermen, Assessors, Constables
and Justices ofthe Peace, shall be residents and voters in the Ward
for which they may be elected. All other officers necessary for
the proper management of the affairs of said City shall be appoint-
ed by the Common Council. All elective officers, except Justices
of the Peace, shall, unlees otherwise provided, hold their respective
offices for one year, and until their successors are elected and
qualified : Protided, however, The Common Council shall have
power, for due cause, to expel any of their own number, and to re-
move from office any officer or agent under the City Government,
due nolice being firat given to the officer complained of. Justices
of the Peace shall hold their respective offices for two years and
until their successors are elected and qualified,

Sec. 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of Mayor
or Aldermen, such vacancy shall be filled by a new election, which
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shall be ordered and held within ten days after such vacancy shall
occur. Any vacanecy happening in any other office, shall be filled
by the Common Council. The person elected or appointed to fill
a vacancy, shall hold his office and discharge the duties thereof for
the unexpired term, and with the same rights and rubject to the
same liabilities aa the person whose uffice he may be elected or ap-
pointed to hll.

Sec. 4. All elections by the people, shall be by ballot, and a
plurality of votea shall constitute an election. When two or more
candidates for an elective offico shall receive an equal number of
votes for the same office, the election shall be determined by the
casting of lots, in the presence of the Common Council, at such
time and in such manner as they shall direct,

Sec. 5. All peraons entitled to vota fur County or Territorial
officers, and who shall have resided in the City for one year pre-
ceding the election, and for ten days within the Ward where they
ofler to vole, shall be entitled to vote for any officer to be eclected
-under this law, and to hold any office hereby created.

Sec. 6. The elections in said City shall be held and conducted
by the Aldermen of each Ward, who shall be inspectors of elec-
tions, and shall take the usual oaths or affirmations, as prescrihed
by the general laws of this Territory, to be taken by the Judges
and Inspectors of Elections, and shall have the power to appoint
clerks of such elections, and to administer the necessary oaths.
Said elections shall be held and conducted in the same manner and
under the same penalties, and vacancies in the Board of Inspectors
thereof filled, as required by the laws of this Territory regarding
elections.

Sec. 7. If either of the inspectors shall suspect that any person
offering to vote, does not possens the qualifications of an elector,
the inspector, before receiving the vote of any such, shall require
him to take the following ocath : **You do solemnly swear (or affirm,
us the case may be,) that you are twenty-one years of age, that
you are a citizen of the United States, (or have declared your in-
tention to become a citizen, conformably to the laws of the United
States, on the subject of naturalization,) that you have resided
within this city one year, and within this ward ten days next prece-
ding this election, and that you have not voted at this clection, and
that you have made no bet or wager, or become directly or indi-
rectly interested in any bet or wager, depending on the result of
thia election,” and if the person offering to vote shall take such
nath, his vote shall be received.

And if such person shall take such oath falsely, he shall be deem-
ed guilty of a wilful and eorrupt perjury, and upon coaviction
thereof, upon indictment, shall suffer the punishment provided by
law, for persons guilty of perjury. If any person, who ia not a
qualified voter, shall vote at any election, or if any person duly
qualified shall vote in any other ward than the onc in which he re-
sides, or shall vote more than once &t any one election, he shall be
liable to indictment, rnd on conviction thereof, shall forfeit and pay
a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, or less than twenty-five
dollars. It shall be the duty of the inspectorato keep a list of the
names of ull persons whose votes may be challenged as aforesaid,
and who shall swear in their votes; and if any inapector shall know-
ingly and corruptly receive the vote of any person not authorised to
vote, or shall make out false returns of an election, or any clerk
rhall not write down the name of every voter ns he votes, nr shall
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wilfully make untrue and incorrect count and tallies of votes, each
and every such inspector and clerk shall be liable to indictment,
and on conviction thereof, shall severally forfeit and pay a sum not
exceeding five hundred dollars, nor less than one hundred dollars.
All such indictments shall be tried in the District Court of the
County ot Ramsey,

Sec. 8. When an election shall be closed, and the number of
votes for each candidate or person voted for, shall be counted and
ascertained, the said inspectors shall make returns thereof, statin
the number of votes for each person, for each and every office, an
ashflkdeliver, or cause to be delivered, such returns to the clerk of
the Common Counci!, who shall forthwith give notice to each of the
Aldermen, of their respective elections. ithin one week after
any election, the Common Council shall meet and canvass said re-
turns, and declare the result, as it appears from the same.

Sec. 9. Special elections, to fill vacancies, or for any other
purpose, shall be held and conducted by the aldermen of each
ward, in the same manner, and the returns thereof shall be made in
the same form and manner as general or annual elections, and
within such time as may be prescribed by ordinance.

Sec. 10.  Any officer removing from the city, or any ward officer
removing from the ward for which he was elected, or any officer
who shall neglect or refuse for ten days afier notice of his election
or appointment, to enter upon the discharge of the duties of his
office, shull be deemed to have vacated his office, and the Common
Council shall proceed to fill such vacancy, as herein prescribed

Sec. 11. Thera shall be elected at the first election under this
act, one alderman for each ward, who shall hold his office for two
years, and two aldermen who shall their offices for one year.

Sec. 12. At every annual clection thereafter, there shall be
elected one Alderman for each ward, who shall hold his office for
two years, and ono who shall hold his office for one year.

Sec. 13. The votes for alderman who shall hold his office for
iwo years, shall be deposited in a separate ballot box; and the votes
for glderman holding their office for ene year, and all other elective
officers shall be on one ballot, and deposited in a separate ballot
box.

sec. 14, There shall be wriiten or printed, or partly writien or
printed, at the head of tho votes for the alderman for two years, the
words ‘*Alderman for two years,” and at the head of the vote for
aldermun fur one year, ‘‘Alderman for one year.”

Sec. 15. All the town officers now in office, shall hold their
respective offices until their successors shall be elccted or appointed
under this act; and the term of every officer elected under this
law, shull commence on the second Tuesday of April, of the year
for which he was elected; and shall, unless therein otherwise pro-
vided, continue for one year, and until his successor is elected and
qualified.

Sgpe, 16. The first election for city officers shall be held on the
1st Tuesday of April next, at which time an election shall be held

CHAPTER 1ill.
Officers— Their Powers and Dulics.

Sec. 1. Every person elected or appointed to any office under
this act, shall before he enters upon the duties of his office, take
abd subacribe an oath of office, and file the same duly certified by
the officer taking the same, with the clerk of the city; and the
treasurer, glerk, marshal, constables, and such other officers as the
Common Council may direct, shall severally, before they enter
upon the duties of their respective offices, execute to the city of St.

He shall from time to' timo give the Com-
mon Council such information and recommend such measures as he
may deem advaatageous to the city. The Mayor shall be the chief
excecutive officer and head of the police of the city; and in case of
4 riot, or other disturbance, he may appoint as many special or
tempnrary constubles ashe may deem necessary. 'The Mayor shall
have u vole only in case of a tie,

8zc. 3. At the first meeting of the Common Council in each
year they shall proceed to elect, by ballot one of their number Pres-
ident; and in the absence of the Mayor the said President shall
preside over the meetings of the Common Council; and during the
absence of the Mayor I'Eom the city, or his inability, from any rea-
son, to discharge the duties of hia office, the said President shall
exercise all the powers and discharge all the duties of the Mayor.
In case the Mayor and the President shall be absent at any meet-
ing of the Common Council, they shall proceed to elect a temporary
presiding officer, who, for the time being, shall discharge all the
duties of the Mayor.

The Treasurer shall receive all monics belonging to
the city, and keep an accurate and detriled account thereof, in such
manner as the Common Council shall from time to time direct. The
Freasurer shal} exhibit fo the Common Couneil, at lenst fiteen days
before the annucl election, or sooner, if required by them, a full
and detailed account of all the receipis and expenditures afier the
date of the last annuval report, and also of the staie of the Treasury,

Sec, 7. The marshal shall pecform such duties an shall be pre-
seribed by the Common Councir for the preservation of the public
peace and the cellection of license moneys and fines; he shall pos-
sess the powors of constable at common law, or by the laws of this
Territory, and receive like fees, but shall not serve civil process,
except where the city is a party.

Seo. 8. The Common Council shall have power from time to
time to require other and further dutics to be perfurmed. b
any officer whose dutics are herein prescribed; ‘and' to appoint suc
other officers as may be necessary to carry into effect the provisions
of this act, and to prescribe their duties and to fix the compensation
of all officers elected or appointed by them; such compensation
shall be fixed by resolution at the time the office is created, or at
the commencement of the year; and shall not be increased or di-
minished during the term such officer shall remsia in offico.

Sec. 9. The Common Counecil at their first meeting in each
year, or as soan thercafter as may be, shall designate not more
than two newspapers printed in said City, one in Enoglish and one
in German, in which shall be published all ordinances and other
procerdings and matters required by this act, or by the by-laws or
ordinances of the Common Council, to be published in a public
newspaper.

Sec. 10. The City Printer or Printers, immediately afler the
publication of any notice, ordinanee or resolution, which by thisact
is required to be published, shall file with the Clerk of the City, a
copy of sych publication, with his or their affidavit or the affidavit
of his or their foreman, of the length of time the same has been pub-
lished, and such affidavit shall be conclusive evidence of the publi-
cation of such nulice, ordinance, or resolution.

Sec. 11. Ifany person, having becn an officer in said City,

. shall not, within ten days afier notification and request, deliver to

his successor in office all property, books, papers and effects, of
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every description, in hia possession, belonging to seid City, or por-
taining to the office he muy huve held, he shall forfeit and pay to
the use of the City, onc hundred doliars, besides all damages caused
by his negleet or retusal 8o to deliver, and such successor may re-
cover the possession of such books, papers and effects, in the man-

Sec. 12. Neo Alderman shall be a party to, or interested in nny
job or contract with the city, or any of the Wards, and any coutract
in which any Alderman may be so interested, shall be null and
void; and in case any money shall have been paid on any such con-
tract, the Comwmon Council may sue {or and recover the nmount so
puid from the parties to such contract, and the Alderman interested
n the samo,

Sec. 13. The Mayor, or acting Muyor, Sheriff of Ramscy Coun-’
ty, and each and every Alderman, Justice of the Peace, Marshal,
Couanstable and Watchwmen, shall be oflicers of the peaca, and may
commaund the peace, and suppress, in a summary manner, all riot-
ing and disorderly behavior witlin tho limits of the city; and for
such purpose may command the nssistonce of all bystanders, and if
need be, of ali citizona and military companies; and if any person,
bystander, military officer, or privote, shall refuse to aid in main-
tuining the peace, when so required, every such officer shall forfeit
and pay a fine of filly dollars; and in case where the eivil power
may be required to suppress riots, or disorderly behavior, the supe-
rior or senior officer present, in the order mentioned in this section,
shall dircet the proceedings.

Sgc. 14. The Justice of the Peace for the city, shall possess all
the authority, powers oud rights of a Justice of the Peace, except
he shall in no case entertain nny civil pruceedings to,which the City
is not a party, and shall have sole, exelusive jurisdiction to hear all
complaints and conduct all examinations and trials in eriminal cases
within the City, cognizable before a Justice of the Pence; but war-
rants returnable before the said Justice may be issued in criminal
cases by any other Justice of the City; but no fee shall be reccived
therefrom by such Justices. Said Justice shall have exclusive ju-
risdiction iu all cases in which the City is a party, and he shall
have the same power and authurity in case of contempt, as a Court
of Record: Provided, That nothing bercin contained shall be deem-
ed to divest the District Judges ot their authority as couservators
of the peace, nor to aflect in any mannerthe jurisdiction or powers
of the District or Supreme Court of tho Territery, (Romsey Coun-
ty.)

The Justice of the Pence fur the City shall quarterly
report to the Common Council a list of all proceedings instituted
before him in behalf of the City, and the disposition thereol; and
shsll, at the same time, account and pay over the amount of all pen-
alties and costs collected, which may by law accrue to the City.
He shall be entitled to rececive from the County ot Ramsey such
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fees In criminnl cnses as aro allowed to other Justices of the county
for similar services.

Sec. 16. There shall be clected by the Common Council, a
City Surveyor, who shall be a practical surveyor. He shall keep
his office at some convenient place within said city, and the Com-
mon Council shall prescribe his duties and fix the fees and compen-
sation for any services pcrformed by him. All surveys, profiles,
plans, or estimates, made by him for the city, or either of the
Wards, ehall be the property of said city, and shall be carefully
preserved in the office of the Surveyor, open to the inspection of
the parties interested; and the same, together with all books and
papers apperaining to said office, shall he delivered over by the
Surveyor at the expiration of his term of office, to his successor, or
the Common Council.

Sze¢. 17. The Common Council shall appoint a city Comptrofler,
whose duty it shall be ta report to the Common Council the amount
of present Town and Ward indebtedness. He shall make a list of
all the outstanding Town Bonds; to whom; for what purpose;
when, and where payable, and the rate of interest they may respec-
tively bear, and recommend such action to the Common Council,
as will secure the punctual payment of the principal and interest of
such Bonds.

See. 21. He shall keep & liat of all certificutes jwsued in each
ward, and before the levy by the Common Council of the general
inx, shall report to the council a schedule of all the lots or parcels
of land within the several wards, which, under this act, may be sub-
ject to any special tax or asscssment which it may be neccssary to
levy on such parcel or lot of Iand, with a full statement of the sev-

Sec. 23.  If on or hefore the first day of Jangary of any year,
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the amount expended or to ho expended, chargeable to any of the
ward or city funds, ‘Sudding thereto the current expenses estimated
for the remainder of the fiscal year, and chargeable to such fund)
shall be equal to three fourths of the tax authorised to be raised, or
revenue estimaled for such fund, he shall at once report the same to
the Common Council; and he shall not countersign any contracts
chargeable to such fund, until the amount of taxes actually collect-
ed be ascertained; and during the remainder of the fiscal year he
shall not countersign any contract, the expensea of which shalt ex-

Sec. 24, The Comptroller may negotinte, between the first of
May and the collection of taxes for the same year, such temporary
loans for the different funde, anticipating the revenue for the cur-
rent year, as he shall deem expedient; and such loans shall be sub-
ject to the approval of the Common Council.

CHAPTER 1IV.

See. 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall constitute the Comnmon
Council, and the style of all ordinances shall be *The Mayor and
Comman Council of the City of Saint Paul do erdain,” &e. The
Common Council shall meet at such timo and place as they, by res-
olution, shall diveet, A majority of the Alderinen shall constituten
quaoruam.

Sec. 2. The Common Council shall holid stated meetings, and
tho Mayor may call apecial meetings by notice to each of the mem-
bers, to be served personally, or left at their usual place of abode.
‘The Comman Conncil shall determine the rules of its own proceed-
ings, und be the judge of the olection and qualification of their own
membera, and have power to compel the attendance of absent
menmbers.

See. 3. The Commen Council shall have the management and
control of the finances, and of all the property of the city and shall
likewise in addition to the power herein invested in them, have full
power and authority to muke, enact, ordain, establiah, publish en-
Toree, alter, modify, amend, and repeal, all such ordinances, rules
and by-laws, for the government and good order of the'city, for sup-
pression of vice, fur the prevention of crime, as they shall deem ex-
pedient; declaring and imposing penalties, and to enforce the same
ugainst any person or persons who may violate any of the provis-
ions of such ordinances, rules, or by-laws; and such ordinances,
rules and hy-lawa, are hereby declared to he and have the foree of
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Powersof Com- law: Provided, That they be not repuguant to the Constitution and

Laws of the United States or of this Territory: and for these pur-
poses shall have authority by ordinances, resolutions, or by-laws:

L. To license and regulate the exhibition of common showmen
or shows of any kind, or the exhibition of caravans, circusses, or
theatrical performances, billiard tables, bowling saloons, and to pro-
vide for the abatement and removal of all nuisances under the ordi-
nances, or at common law; and to grant licenses and regulate gro-
eeries, taverns, victualling houses, and all persons vending or deal-
ing in spirituous, vinous, or fermented liquors: Provided, That the
license for 30 dealing in, or vending spiritusus or fermented li-
quors, shall be fity dollars & year, and that no license shall be
granted for a less term than one year.

2. To restrain and prohibit ull descriptions of gaming and fraud-
ulent devices and practices, and all playing of carda, dice, or other
games of chance, for the purpose of gaming in said city, and to res-
train any person from vending, giving or dealing in spirituous, fer-
mented or vinous liquors, unless duly licensed by the Common
Council. -

3. To provent any riots, noise, disturbance, disorderly assem-
blings, suppress and restrain disorderly houses or groceries, and
houses of ill-fume, and to authorise the destruction of all instruments
used for the purpose of gaming.

4. To ecompel the owner or occupant of any grocery, cellar,
tallow chandler shop, sonp factory, tunnery, atable, barn, privy,
sewer, or other unwholesome, nauseous house or place, to cleanse,
reniove or abate the same fromn time to time, as often as it may be
decmed necessary for the health, comfort and convenience of the
inhabitants of said city,

5. To direct the location and management of slaughter houses
and markocts, and to establish rates for, nod license venders of gun-
powder, and regulate the storage, keeping and conveying of gun-
powder or other combustible materials.

6. To prevent the encumberiog of streets, side-waulks, lanes or
alleys, with carriages, carts, wagons, sleigha, boxes, lumber, fire-
wood or any other materials or substances whatever.

7. To prevent horse racing, inmoderate riding or driving in the
steects, and to regulate the places of bathing and swimming in the
waters within the limits of said city.

8. To restrain the running at large of catle, swine, sheep,
poultry and geese, and to authorise the distraining and sale of the
same,

9. To prevent the running at large of dogs, and to uuthorise
the destruction of the same in a summary inanner when at large
contrary to the ordinance.

10. “To pruvent any person from bringing, deposiling or having
within said city, any putrid carcass, or other unwholesome sub-
stance, and to require the removal of the same by any person who
ghall have upon his premiscs nuy such substance, or putrid or un-
sound beef, pork, fish, hides, or skivs of any kind; and on default
to authorise the removal thereof by some competent officers, at the
expense of such person or persons.

11. To make and establish public pounds, pumps, wells, cis-
terns and reservoirs, and to provide for the erection of water-works
for the supply of water to the inhabitants; to erect lamps and reg-
ulate and license hacks, cabs, drays, carts, and charges of hacﬁ-—
men, cabmen, draymen, and cartmen in the city: and to provids
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for lighting the streets, public prounds aod public buildings, with
gas or otherwise,

12. To establish and regulate boards of health, provide hospital
and cemetery grounds, regulate the burisl of the dend, and the re-
turne of the bills of mortality, and to exempt buriel grounds set
apart for public use from taxation, '

13. To regulate the assize and weight of bread, and to provide
for the scizurc and forfeiture of bread baked contrary thereta,

11. 'To prevent all persons riding or driving any ox, mule, eat-
tle or other animal, on the side-walks in said city, or in any way
doing any damage (o such side-walks. '

15, ‘I'o prevent the shooting of fire nrms or crackers and to pre-
vont the exhibition of any fire-works in any sitoation which may be
considered in the Council dangerous to the city, or any property
therein, or annoying any citizens thercof.

16. To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking, or obscenity
inthe streeta or public places, and te provide for arresting, remoy-
ing and punishing any peraon or persons who may be guilty of the
same.

17. To restrain and regulate runners and solicitors for boats,
vessels, stages, public houses or other establishmeats, and to rega-
late the police of the city.

18. To establish public markets, and make rules and regulations
for the government of the same; to appoint suitable officers for
overseeing and regulating such markets und to restrain all persons
from interrupting or interfering with the due observance of such
rules and regulations.

19. To license and regulate butcher stalls, shops and stands for
the sale of game, poultry, butcher’s meat, butter, fish and other
provisions.

20. 'Te regulate the place and manner of weighing and selling
of hay, and mcasuring and selling of fucl and lime, and to appoint
suitable persons to superintend and conduct the same.

21. To compel the awnera or occupants of buildings or grounds
o remove snow, dirt or rubbish from the side-walk, street or alley
opposite thereto, and to coinpel such owner or cccupant te remove
from the lot owned or occupied by him, a)l such substances as the
board of health shall direct: and in his default, to authorize the re-
moval or destruction thereof by-some officer of the city, at the ex-
pense of such owner or occupant.

23. To regulate the construction of piers or wharves, or grad-
ing such wharves into the Mississippi river within the corporate
limits of said city, and to prescribe and control the prices to be
charged for picrage or wharfage therean.

23. To regulale, control, and proveat the landing of persons
from boats or vessels whercon are contagious or infectivus discases
or disorders, and to make such disposition of such person as to pre-
scrve the health of said city.

24, To rcgulate the time, place, and manner of holding public
auctions or vendues.

25. To appoint watchmen and prescribe their dutics,

26. To provide by erdinanece for a standard of weights and
measurcs, and for the punizhment of the use of falze weights and
measures.

Sec. 4. Alllawy, ordinances, regulations, and by-laws, shall be
passcd by an affirmative vote of a majority of the Common Coun-
cil, and shail be signed by the mayor, and shall be published in
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the official pupers of the city, bofore the same shall be in force, and

! within fifteen days thereaiter, they shall be recorded by the City

Clerk in bnoks to be provided for that purpose; but before any of
the said laws, ordinances, regulations or by-laws shall bo recorded,
the publication thereof, respectively within the said time shall be
proved by the affidavit of the foreman or publisher of such newspa-
per, and said affidavit shail be recorded therewith, nnd at all times
shall be deemed and taken as sufficient cvidence of the time and
manner of such publication. No appropriation shall be made with«
out a vote of u majority of the members of the Common Council in
its favor, which shall be tuken by ayes and noes, and entered
among the proceedings of the Council.

See. 5. The powers conferred upon the said Council to provido
for the abatecment or removal of nuisances, shall not bar or hinder
suits, prosecutions or proccedings in the courts according to law,
Depots, houses. or buildings of any kind wherein more than ten
peunds of gunpowder are deposited, stored, or kept at any onetime,
gambling houses, houses of ill-fame, disorderly taverns and houses
or places where spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors are sold
without the license required therefor, within the limits of said city,
are herchy declared and shall be decemed public or common
nuisances.

Sec. 6, The Council shall examine, audit, and odjust the ac-
counts of the clerk, treasurer, school commiesioner, street commis-
sioner of each ward, marehal, and all other officers and agents of
the city, at such times as they may deem proper, and also, at the end
of each year, and before the term for which the officers of the said
city are elected or appointed have expired. And the Common
Council shall require each and every such officer and agent to ex-
hibit bis books, accounts, and vouchers for such examination and
settlement ; and if any such public officer or agent shall refuse to
comply with the orders of said Courcil, in the discharge of their
snid duties, in pursuance of this section, or shall neglect or refuse
to render his accounts, or present his books and vouchers to said
Council, it shall be the duty of the Cominon Council to declare the
uffice of such persun vacant. Andthe Commen Council shall order
suits and procccdings at Jaw against any officer and agent of said
cily, who may be found delinguent or defiulting in his accounts, or
in the discharge of his official duties: and shall make full record of
all such settleinents and adjustments.

CHAPTER V.
Finunce and Taxation.

Sec. 1. Alltunds in the treasury, except school, territoriul, and
county funds, shall be under the controf of the common eouncil, and
shall be drawn out upon the order of the mayor and clerk, duly au-
thorized by a vote of the cominun council; and all orders drawn up-
on the treasurer shall specify the purpose for which they were
drawn, and shall be payable generally ot of any funds in the treas-
ury belonging to the city, and all such orders shull be received in
payment of any tax or assessment levied by the authority of the city.
All orders shall be payable to the order of the person in whose
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fuvor they may be drawa, and shall be transferable by endorse-
wnent.

Sec. 2. No order or warrant drawn by the authority of the city
of Saint Paul upon the town funds, previous to the taking effect of
this act, nor any warrant or order drawn for any debt or liability
contracted previous thereto, ahall be receivable by the city treasu-~
rer in payment of any tax or asscsament levied in pursuance of this
act, Prorvided, however, That orders or warrants issued in payment
of specia) taxes or ipprovements, shall be receivable therefor.

Sec. 3. The common council is hereby authorized, and it shall
be their duty, to issue bonds of the city, bearing not mnore than ten
per centum, peyable as the common council may determine, paya-
ble at such time or times as said council may deem advisable, re-
gard being had in the case of ward debt, to the probable time that
will be required, under the provisions herein made, to pay off such
indebtedness, in payment of existing debts of said city.

Sec. 4. Thae said council shali annually levy a tax upon all the
property in said city subject to taxation, not exceeding one-half of
one per cent, per annum, to pay off the present indebtedness of
said city, until such indebtedness shall be finaily extinguished, and

they may levy a further tax, not exceeding one-half per cent. to
defray the current expenses of the city.

Sec. 5. The Common Council shall annually levy a tax not
exceeding one half per cent. upon the property fiable to taxalion, of
any Waed that is indecbted, to pay off the indebtedness of such
Ward, assumed by the City under the provisions of thia chapter,
uatil an amount shall have been collected by the City from such tax
sufficient to pay off the indebtedness of such Ward so assumed by
the City, at which time such tax shall cease.

Sgc. 6. The Common Council shall annually levy upon the
property liable to taxation in each Ward, a tax not exceeding one
half rl:i“ cent. per annum, to defray the current expenses of such
Ward.

Sgc. 7. The Alderinen of any Ward shall certify to the Coun-
cil any debts contracted by such Ward for the current year, and
thereupon the said Council shall, (if auch debt be a proper claim
ugainst such Ward,) allow such debt, and direct the Mayor and
Clerk 1o iasue to the proper person orders of the City, in the
amount of the debt allowed : Provided, That said Council shall in
no case allaw any such debt if such allowance will cause the whole
amount of orders so issued to meet the indebtedness of such Ward,
to exceed the amount of tax which mnay be levied and collected un-
der the provisions of this chapter, to meet the expenses of the cup-
rent year, assuming as & basis the tax list of such year, if then
made out, and if not, then the tax list of the preceding year.

Sec. 8. No Alderman of any Ward shall contract debts against
such Ward, in any one year to an amount greater than the amount
of tax which, under the provisions of this chapter, may be levied
in such Ward to meet the current expenses of the ysar; and if
any Alderman shall so contract debts to a greater amouat than
such tax, neither such Ward nor the City shall be liable for the
same; but the Alderman so contracting shall be liable therefor, as
if the dobt had origiaally been contracted by suck Alderman per-
sonally ; Provided, That no Alderman shall be held liable as afore-
said, without proof of his assent as Alderman, to the contracting of
the liability or debt by the Ward.
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CHAPTER VI.
Opening of Sirecls, Allrys, &e.

Sec. 1. The common council shall bave power to lay out pub-
lic squares, grounds, strects, alleys, and to widen the same, ns
follows : Whenever ten or mure frecholders residing in any Ward
shall, by petition, represent to the commmon council that it is neces-
sary to take certain lands within the Ward where such petitioners
may reside, for public use, for the purpose of laying out public
squares, grounds, strects, or alleys, or the enlarging, or widening the
same, the courses and distances, metes and bounds of the lands pro-

sed to be taken, together with the names and residences of the
owners of such premises, if the same shall be known to the peti-
tirners, to be set furth in such petition, the common council shall
thereupon cause notice of such application to be given to the occu-
paut or occupants of such lands, if there be any; or if any portion
of such lands shall not be in the actual occupation of any person,
then the ¢ommon council shall cause such notice, describing as
mear as may be, the premises proposed o be taken, to be publish-
ed i;. the official paper for lgur weeks, at least once in each
week. .

Sec. 2. Such notice shall state that on a - certain day, therein
to be mamed, not less than ten days from the service of such notice,
or the expiration of such publications, as the case may be, appli~
cation will be made to the Judge of the District Court of Ramsey
County for the appointment of twelve jurors to view said premises,
and to determine whether it will be pecessary to take the same for
the purpose specified in said petition,

Sec. 3. Upon the presentation of such application, and upon
proof of publication, or service, of the notice hereinbefore required,
the said ‘I; udge shall thereupon appoint twelve reputable frecholders,.
residents of the city, but not residents of the ward in which such
premises may lie, nor interested in the resuit of such application.
The said Judge shall thereupon issue his precept, directed to said
jurors, requiring them within thirty days to view said premises, to
be specified in said precept, and to make return, under their
hands, to the common couneil, whether in their judgment it is ne-
eessury totake said premises for the purposes specified in such ap-
plication.

Sec. 4. Ifany of the jurors so appointed shall be disqualified
from acting, or shall refuse to act, the Judge shall appoint others in
their places, and a memorandum of such substitution shall be en-
dorsed on the precept.

Sec. 5. 'The said jurors, at such times as they may agree upon;
shall proceed in a body to view the premises in question, and shall
hear such testimony as may be offered by any party interested,
which testimony shall be reduced to writing by one of the jurors,
and either of the jurors shall be authorized to administer the neces-
sty oaths to witnesses.

Sec. 6. After viewing the premises and hearing such testimony
a# may be offered, the jurors shall make areport of their proceed-
iogs, which shall be signed by them respectively, and which shalf
state whether in their judgment it is necessary to take the premises
in question for the public use, which. said report, testimony, aud
precept, shall be returned to the common council within the time
limited' therein.
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Sec. 7. Should the jurors report that it is necessary to take
such premises, the common council shall enter an ordér among their
proceedings, confirming said repart, and directing the same jurors,
within one month thereaflier, or such further time as may be deemed
proper, to again view said premises for the purpose of ascertain-
ing and determining the amount of damages to be paid to the own-
wr or owners of the property proposed to be taken, and also what
lande or premises will be benefited by such taking, and to assess
and return within the time limited such demages and benefits to the
common council. . '

Sec. 8. If thero should be any building standing, in whole or
in part, upon the land to be taken, the jurors, before proceeding to
mallJm their assessment, shall first estimate and determine the
whole value of such huilding to the owner, aside from the vai-
we of the lond, and the injury to him in having such building
taken from him ; and secondly, the value of such building to
him to remove.

Src. 9. Atleastten days notice of such determination sha¥l be
given to the owner or his agent, if known, end a resident of the
city, or left at his usuzl place of abode. If not known or a non-res-
ident, nctice to all persons interested shall be given by publication
io the official paper three successive weeka; such notices shall spe-
cify the building and the award of the jurors. It shall also require
the parties interested to appear by a day to be therein named, or
give notice of their clection to the Common Council, either to accept
the award of the jurers and allow such building to be taken with
the land appropriated, or of their intention to remove such building,
at the value set theroon by the jurors to remove. I{ the owner shall
agree to remnve such building, he shall have such time for thi
purpose as the Common Council may allow, :

Sec. 10. If the owner refuse to take the building at the value

to remave or fail to give notice of his election as aforesaid withia ¢

the time prescribed, the Common Council shall have power to di-
rect the sale of such building at public auction for cash, giving no-
ticen of such sale. The proceeds shall be paid to the owner, or de-
posited to his use.

Sec. 11. The said jurors within the time limited, shall view and
examine the premises proposed to be taken, and all such other pre-
mises as will in their judgment be injured or benefitted thereby, af-
ter such testimony as may be offered hy any party interested, and
which shall be reduced to writing by one of the jurors, they shall
proceed to make their assessment and to determine and appraise to
the owner or owners, the value of the real estate so proposed to be
taken, and the injury arising to them respectively in consequence
of the taking thereof, which ghall he awarded to such owners re-
spectively, as damnges, after making due allowance therefrom for
any benefit which sach owners may respectively derive from such
improvement. ~ In the estimate of damages to the land, the jurors
shall include the value of the building or buildings, (if the property
of the owner of such land,) as estimated by them ag aforesaid less
the proceeds of the sale thereof; or if taken by the owner at the
value to remove: in such case, they shall only include the difference
between such value, and the whole estimated value of such build-
ing or buildings.

Szc. 12. Ifthe damage to any person be greater than the bene-
fits received, or if the benefit be greater than the damages, in either
case the jurors shall strike a halance, and carry the difference for-
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ward to another column, so that the assessment will show what
amount is to be received or paid by such owner or owners respec-
tively, and the difference only shall, in asy case be collected of
them, or payabie to them.

Szc. 13. Ifthe lands or buildings belonging to different per-
sons, or if the land be subject to lease, judgmentor mortgage, or
if there be any estato in it, less thun an estate in fee, the injury
done to such person or interests, respectively, may be awarded to
them by the jurors, less the benefits resulting to them respectively,
from the proposed improvement.

Seo. 14. Having ascertained the damages and expenses of the
proposed improvement as aforesaid, the jurors shall thereupon ap-
portion and assess the same, together with the costs of the proceed-
ings, upon the real estate by them deemed benefitted in proportion
to the benefits resulting thereto from the proposed improvement, an
nearly as may be, and shall describe the real estate upon which
their assessments may he made. The awerd of the snid jurors shall
be signed by them, and returned, together with the testimony taken,
to the Common Council, within the time limited in their order of
appointment.

Szc. 15. The land required to be taken for the purpnses men-
tioned in this act, shall not be appropriated until the damages
awarded thereof to the owner thereof, shall be paid or tendered to
the owner or his agent; or in case the said owner or agent cannot
be found, or is unknown, deposited to his or their credit in some
safe place of deposit; and then and not before, such lands may be
taken and appropriated for the purpoze required; and the same
shall therealier be subject to all the laws and ordinances of the city
in the same manner aa streets, alleys, and public gronnds heretofore
opened or Inid out.

Sec. 16. Where the whole of any tract of land or other prem-
ises, under lease or other contract, shall be taken by virtue of thia
act, all the covenants, contracts or engagements between landlord
and tenant, or any other contracting parties, touching the same or
any part thereof, upon the confirmation of such report, respective-
ly cease and be abeolutely discharged. :

Sec. 17. When only part of o lot or tract of land, or other pre-
mises, so under lease, or other contract, shall be tnken for any of
the purposes aforesaid, all the covenants, contracts or agrecments
respecting the same, upon the confirmation of such report, shail he
absolutely diacharged as the report thereof so taken, but shall re-
main valid as to the residue thereof, and the rents, considerations,
and payments reserved, payable and to be paid for or in respect to
the same, shall be g0 proportioned, as that the part thereof justly
and equitably payable for such residue thereof, and no.more shall
be paid or recoverable for in respect to the same.

Sec. 18. The damages nssessedshall be paid ortendered, or de-
posited as herein required, within six months from the confirmation
of such assessment and report: and if nnt 20 paid, tendered or de-
posited, all the proceedings in any such case shall be void. The
benefits so assessed, from the confirmation of such report, ghall be-
come and remain a lien upon the premises so determined by the ju-
rors to be benefitted by the npening or widening of such street, al-
ley or public ground.

Sec. 19. When any known owner of lands or tenements affect-
ed by any proceedings under thiz act, shall be an infant, or labor
under legal disability, the judge of the district court of Ramsey
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county, or in his abserce, the judge of any court of record in said
county may, upon the application of the Common Council, or such
party or his next friend, appoint a guardian for such party, and all
notices required by this act shall be served upon such guardian.
Spc. 20. After the jurors shall have made their report as to the
Hlecessity of taking any lands under this act, and the same shall
have been confirmed, the Common Council ahall have power to ap-
point new jurors in the placeof any who shall neglect or refuse to
servé; and the jurors before entering upon the discharge of their
duties, shall severally take an oath before some competent officer
that they are freeholders of said city, and not intcrested in the pre-
mises proposed to be taken, and that they will faithfully and honest-
ly discharge the trusts reposed in them, L
Sko. 21. Any person whose property is taken, or against whom
an assegsment is made, may, within ten days from the return of the

Src, 22, Whenever any public ground, street ar alley shall be
Iaid out, widened or enlarged, under the pravisions of this chapter,
the Common Council shall cause an sccurate survey and profile
thereof to be made and filed in the office of the City Surveyar,

Sec. 23, In all cases where the return of a jury may have es-
tablished the necessity of taking private property (or the purpose
of npening streets, previous to the passage of this act, the Common
Council may cause the damnges and benefits arising therefrom to
be nsecssed as required by this act, and for such purpose may
summon & jury and do and perform all other acts in the same
manner na if swch proceedings had heen originally instituted under
thix act,

CHAPTER VII.
Cify Improrcments.

Sec. 1. The aldermen of the several wards shall he street enm-
missioners, in and for their respective wards, two of whom shall be
a quornm: one of their number, or some person appointed by them
nhall be clerk of the board of commissioners, who shall keep a record
of nll their acts and doings, and shall keep and preserve all con-
tracts, receipts and papers of the board. The scveral boards of
atreet commisxsioners shall make report in detnil to the Common
Council, of their acts and doings whenever required; and at the
expiration of each year, and before their termn of office shall expire,
ahall submit all their acts and doings, books, records, papers, nc-
counts, receipts and vouchers, to the Common Council for final set-
tlement and adjustment.

Sec. 2. Any person deeming himself aggrieved by an act of the
board of street commissioners, may, at any time appenl to the Com-
mon Council, who shall enquire into, examine and correct the act
or order complained of|, as shall seem just and proper; and the fur-
ther action of the bonrd shall be reguluted accordingly.

Sec. 3. The said commissioners shall have power to order and
contract for the making, grading, repairing and clennsing of streets,
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allays, public grounds, reservoirs, dguttars and sewers, within their
::lpo.ctwe wards, and to direct and control the persons employed
erein.

Sec. 4. Whenever the street commissioners shall deem it ne-
cessary to construct or repair any sidewalk within their ward, they
shall direct the owner or occupants of any lot adjoining such sider
walk, to make or repair the same at his own proper cost and charge.
If such work is not done in the -manner and within the time pre-
scribed, the commisssioners shall cause the same to be done .at the
expense of the lots adjoining such sidewalk.

Ec: 5. The cost and expense of surveying streets, alleys, side-
walks, sewers, and estimating work thereon, and of repairing and
cleansing stroets and alleys, and of constructing and repairing
Teservoirs and sewers, shall be chargeable to and payable out
ef the fund oftbe proper ward; opening, grading, gravelling, plank-

F. shall be charge-
able to and payable by the Iots fronting on such street or alley
Sewers may be ordered by the street commissioners, and built at
the expense of the lots or parcels of land benefitted thereby, which
shall be apportioned among said lot# or parcels of Innd by the street
commissioners, with the assistance of the street surveyor: Provided,
however, That when sewers nre constructed throush alleys, no
lots shall be nesessed therefor, except those situated in the block
or blocks through which such sewers may be coastructed, and
where sewers are constructed through streets, no lot shall be asses-
ed therefor except those situated in the blocks fronting on such
streets: Jnd provided further, That in all cases where improve-
ments or work of any kind are chargeable, by virtue of this section
upon luts benefitted, all such improvement across streets, alleys and
public grounds, shall be made and paid for out of the fund of the pro-
per ward, in proportion to the width of the street, alley or public
grounds.

Sec. 6. Whenever the commissioners shall determine to make
any public improvement, as authorized by sections 3, 4 and 5 of this
chapter, thaey shall cause to be made an estimate of the whole ex-
pense thercof, and of the proportion to be assessed and charged to
each lot; and in case of grading streets, alleys or sidewalks, of
the number of cubic yards to be filled in, or to be excavated in front
of each lot; and such estimate shall be filed with the city comptrol-
ler, for the inspection of the parties interested. The street com-
missioners shall give notice by advertisement for ten days, in one or
more papers published in St. Puul, to the owner or occupants of the
lots or parcels of land fronting on any street, alley or sidewalk or-
dered to be graded, gravelled, planked or paved, requiring them to
de. the work mentioned in such notice, within a reasonable time,
therein to be specified; and if the said work shall not be done with-
in such time,’the said commisioners, sha]l enter into contract for the
doing thercof. :

Provided furlher, That when it shall appear to the street commission-
ers thatlands belonging to the non-residents, infants or persons la-
boring under any legal disability, who are not reKresented by any
agent or guardian, or not benefitted by the making of streets in
front of such lota or lands, to the amount of the cost and expense
thereof, it shall then be the duty of snid commissioners to cause to
Be summened a jury as is herein provided.

Sec. 8. The street commissioners shall give notice no all own-
era or occupants of lote which may be deemed injurious to health,
by reasop of stagnant water remaining thereon, in the officinl pa-

ers for ten days, to abate such nuisance by draiging, or fill such
rot within & reasonable time therein to be specified, and il such nui~
sance shall not be abated or removed within the time so specified,
tbe street commissioners shall czuse the same to be abated and re-
moved at the expense of the property upea which the same may
exist, :
Sec. 9. The street commissioners shall have power to regu-
late and cause to be constructed, altercd and maintaired, wharves,
or grading and paving along the banks of the Mississippi river, and
shall have and exercise the same power and control over the said
river that they may, by virtue of this nct, possess over streets and
alleys. The expense of constructing, altering, and maintaining
such wharves, grading and paving, shall be apportioned by the
street commissioners among, and payable by, the several lots or
purcels of land extending to said river, in proportion to the work
done oppesite to such lot or parcel of land, to be estimated by the
surveyor: Provided, however, That before causing such work to be
done, the same notices shall be given as is required in the cases
of grading streets.

Sec. I¢. After the completion and performance of any contract
entered into by the strect commissioners, for work chargeable to
Tots or lands by virtue of this act, they shall give to the contractor
or contractors a certificate under their hand, stating therein the
amount of work done by such contractor, the nature thereof, and
the description of the lot or parcel of land upon which the same is
chargeable, which said certificate may be transferred by en-
dorsement thereon, and if the amount thereof shall not be paid be-
fore the time of making out the annual assessment roll, the same

CHAPTER VIII.
Assessing, Levying, and Collecting Tuzes.

they may, from time to time, deem advisable,
Dutics of As-  SEC. 2. Within ten duys altor receiving notice of their election,
Besvurs: the assrssors shall assemble at the Court House, in St. Paul, and
after taking their official oath, shall proceed to organize their body
by electing one of their number chairman, who shall be authorized
to administer such oaths as shall be required by this chapter, and
within such time as the commeon council shall designate, the said
assessors shall ake out a complete and asccurate sssguament roll,
which shall contain a description, as near as may be, of all the
laads, lots, or parcels of laad within said city, suflicient to identify
the same; and also of all persons or boedies politic liable to pay
taxes on personal propeity; and opposite to each lot or parcel of
land, shall be affixed the value thereof, and opposite to the name
of each person or body politic, shall be affixed the value of the per-
sunal property for which said person or body politic shall be assess-
e¢d. Whea there are buildings upon aay lot or parcel of land,
the value of the same shall be set forth in a sepurate column. The
agsessors may, if they deem it advisgble, assess any lot or lract
of land in such parcels or subdivisions as they may deem proper, but
it shall not be pecessary to enter the name of the owner opposite
to any.tract or parcel of Jand. Any act done by a majority of the

CHAPTER IX.
Fire Depariment.

Skc. 1. The Common Council, for the purpose of guardin
against the calamities of fire, shall have power, and it shall be their
duty, to preseribe the limits within which wooden building, or build-
iogs of other materials that shall not be considered fire-proof,
shall not be erected, placed, or repaired, and to direct that all and
any buildingn within the limits preseribed, shall be made and con-
structed of fire proof materials, and to prohibit the repairing or re-
building of wooden baildings within the fire limits, when the same
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shail have heen damaged to the extent of fifiy per cent. of the val-
ue thereof, and to prescribe the manncr of ascertaining such
damage.

Szc. 2. The Common Council shall have power to prevent the
dangerous construction and condition of chimneys, fire-places,
hearths, stoves, stove-pipes, ovens, boilers, and apparatus used in
and about any building, and to cause the same to be removed or

" placed in a safe and sccurc condition, when considered dangerous;

Tu prevent the depnsit of ashes in unsale places;

To require the inhebitants to provide as many fire buckets and
in such manner and time as they shall prescribe, and to regulate
the use of them in time of fire:

To regulate and prevent the carrying on of manufactorics dan-
gerous in crusing or promoting fires;

To regulate and prevent the use of fire works and fire arma;

Tao compe! the owners and occupants of buildings to have scmtles
in the roofs, and stairs or iadders to the same;

To authorise the Mayor, Aldermen, ¥ire Wardens and other
officers of the city to keep away from the vicinity of any fire, all
idle and surpected persons, and to compel nll bystanders to aid in
extinguishment of fires, and in the preservation of property exposed
to dangers thereat, and gonerally to establish such regulations for
the prevention and extinguishment of fires as the Common Coun-
cil may deem expedicnt.

Sec. 3. The Common Council shall have power to purchase
fire engines and other fire apparatus, and to authorise the formation
of fire engine, hook and ladder, and hose companies, and to provide
for the due and proper support and regulation of the same; and to
order auch compnnics to be disbanded, and their meetings to be
prohibited, and their appoaratus to be delivered up. Each company

" shall not exceed scventy able bodicd men, betweon the ages of

cighteen and fifty years, and may elect their own officers, and form
their own by-laws not inconsistent with the laws of this territory or
the ordinances or regulations of said city, and shall bo formed only
by voluntary enlistments. Every member of each company hereby
authorised to be formed shall be exempt from highway work and
poll tax, from serving on juries, and from military daty during the
continuance of such membership, and any person having served for
the term of seven years, in cither of said companies, shall be forev-
cr thereafter exempt from serving on juries, from poll tax and from
military duty, except in cases of insurrection or invasion.

Sec. 4. There shall be a mceting of the members of said com-
panies on the third Monday of November in each year, at such
place ng may be designated by the Chief Engineer, when they may
nominate and recommend to the Common Ceuncil for appnintment,
one Chicef Engineer, and two Assistant Engineers and the Common
Council shall thercupon confirm said nominations; and the persons
so appointed shail perform such duties as the Common Council
shall prescribe.

Src. 5. At tho same time, the members of said companies shall
nominate, and the Common Couucil shall appoint the same, three
fire wardeas who shall perform such duties as the Common Council
shall prescribe; end they may at any time enter into, or wpon any
house, store, barn, or other building or enclosure for the purpose of
inspecting the same. _

Sec. 6. One-half of the net proceeds of all fines and penalties
recovered for the breach of any ordinance, by-law, or regulation,
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make in pursuance of this chapter, shall be puid to the fire depart-
meant,

Sec. 7 Whenever any persou shall refuse to obey any lawful
order of any enginecr, fire warden, mnuyor or aldermen, at any fire,
it shall be lawful fur the oflicer giving such order to arrest, or to
direct orally, the marshal, constable, watciunan, or any citizen to
arrest such person, and to confine him temporarily in any sufe place
until such fire shall be extinguishied; and in the same manner, such
officers ur any of themn may arrest or direet the arrest and confine-
ment of any persen at such fire, who shull be intoxicated or disor-
derly; and any person who shall refuse to ohey any such luwlut or-
der, or who shall refuse to arrest or aid in arresting uny person so
refusing, shall be liable to such penalty as the Cemmen Council
may prescribe, not exceeding fificen dollars.

Sec. 8. The Common Council shall have power to organize a
Sack Company, which shall be known as ** Suck Compesy Nuiber
One,” to consist of not more than seventy members.

Said compauy may, from tine to time, adopt such by-laws
and regulations as they may deem neccessary, not inconsistent with
the laws of the Territory. The members of said company shall not
be cntitled to any pay or compensation for services rendered in their
official cnpncit{. They shall, in case of riot or disturbance of the
peace, have full accessto all licensed places of amusement in the
city, and shall perform such services as may be nceessary for the
peace and good order of the sume. The members of said company
shall severnlly take an onth or affirmation that they will fuithfully
dischurge the dutics of their said effice, and when any member of
said company shall coasc to be a member thercof by resiguation,
expulsion or otherwise, nmotice thercof sball be givea to the City
Clerk and police justice, and they shall preserve a record of all the
mecmbers of said company.

All ordinances, regulations or resolutions now in force
in the town of St. Paul, and not inconsistent with this act, shall re-
main in force under this act until altered, modified, or repealed by
the Common Cauncil after this act shall take effect.

Sec. 9. All aclions, rights, fines, penalties and forfeitures, in
suit or otherwise, which have accumulated under the several acts
conaolidated herein, shall be vested in, and prosecuted by the cor-
poration hereby created.

Sec. 10. If any election by the people or Common Council
shall, for any cause, not be held at the time or in the manper here-
in preseribed, it shall not be considered reason for urresting, sus-
pending or absolving said corporation, but such election or organi-
